moving loaded cars, thereby 
delaying the return of emp- 
ties. 

Investigation by  railroads, 
the Fruit Growers Express Co. 
and the Defense Transportation 
Administration has revealed 
that the return of empties is 
being further delayed because 
some receivers have been hold- 
ing refrigerator cars for stor- 
age purposes, well into demur- 
rage periods.

The new law liberalizes eli- 
jgibility provision for older 
| workers. For example, a work- 
er attaining age 50 in the first 
half of 1951 would need 40 
quarters under the old law; 
| now he needs only 30 quarters 
A person 60 years old former- 
ly needed 38 quarters. He now 
needs 10. Quarters may have 
been earned anytime after 
1936. 

For those who have credit for 
6 quarters or more who were

gible, benefits are payable for 
August 1950 and subsequent 
months but the August bene- 
fit will be lost unless a claim 
is filed prior to April 1951. 
Remember that social se- 
curity wage credits of $160 a 
month are given all veterans 
for each month of service in

has been defined as the period 
from September 16, 1940 to 
July 24, 1947. Thug a veteran 
who served throughout the 
war would have wage credits 
of $13,280, and 29 quarters of 
coverage.
